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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to a papers filed on July 16, 2007. 
No claims have been amended. 
Claims 1-12 and 15 are pending. 
Claims 1-12 and 15 stand rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed July 16, 2007 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

2. Applicant arguments regarding the rejections under 35 USC 1 12 1 st are not 
considered persuasive. The applicant directs the attention of the examiner to sections 
of the specification in which the information is stored via tables according to similarity of 
Standard course and client courses. Fig. 9 and 1 1 . The applicant further states that 
Pg. 31 I. 14-19 discloses a first list and second list. The examiner notes that applicants 
disclosure merely identifies displaying the training courses based on the level of 
similarity, not distinguishing between a company course and a standard course. 

3. The examiner directs the applicants attention to Fig. 12 Ref. S33; Pg. 33 I. 18-25 
and Pg. 34 1. 1-8 in which applicants disclosure selection process and how the courses 
displayed in order of their similarity level. Nowhere in applicants disclosure, mainly 
sections outlined by applicant does the disclosure teach two separate lists that are 
presented to the user for selecting a training course. 

4. Applicant's arguments fail to comply with 37 CFR 1.1 1 1(b) because they amount 
to a general allegation that the claims define a patentable invention without specifically 
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pointing out how the language of the claims patentably distinguishes them from the 
references. 

5. The applicant merely states that Driscoll fails to teach "standard information" 
being used in a similarity level comparison but fails to distinguish how applicants claims 
distinguish from Driscoll or how the similarity comparison is performed differently. 
Applicant fails to identify how the standard information is different than that information 
which is used in Driscolls similarity comparison. The examiner notes "standard 
information" is a very general term and can be read very broadly. The examiner notes 
Driscolls description of General and surface attributes can be interpreted to read on 
"standard information", as it is information always used in determining the relevancy of a 
term in a document.
